THE DISTURBANCES AT 
SHANGHAI, 
Rene cana 
THE MEETING IN THE Ewo* 
GODOWN. ; 


The N.C. Baily News .of the 16th inst. 
containa the following report :— ny 

The meeting of Chinese in the Ewo Godown, 
which was convened for the purposo of explain 
ing the unti-plague measures to jhe Chineso in 
the infected district, failed in ifs purpore, and 
ended in disorder, and tumalt. Eas 

Tho Ewo Godown,o sprcions building, the 
ground floor of which lid been provided with 
rows of chuizs for the cecasion, is in North 
Secuvhow Hoad,. between Kansuh and North 
Chekiang Koads, and faces the Creek. Long 
before the’ henr sppuinted for thet meeting, 
crowds of Chinese had assembled wong -tha 
Crevk frontage, on Chekizng Rend Bridge, and 
in other nd jneent. Usorourhfarea, At the 
special wish of the prominent Chinese gentry 
who shad) promised to bo present, no armed 
polico wors ‘on duly, though 9. considerable 
forces of foreign, Sikh and Ch’nese police had 
been detached from West Hongkew station-to 
preserve order and-dircet trafic. 

Only well dressed ‘ond respectable Chinoxa 
wero cdinitted in the first instance, Mest of 
the Chines: geniry, oud Mr. J.B A, Mackin. 
non, who was (o interpret the Health Ofllcer’s 
speech, arrived carly, Among those. who ov. 
cupied (he platfornf and front Lenches were, 
Messrs, Shien ‘Tun-ho, Yu Ya-ching, the Com-

number of the mob entering the godown, and 
ories of “ Striko tho Ewo Taipan" were faised: 
Tho summaries: of Dr, - Moore's speech woro 
torn up, and either trampled upon or thrown 
upon the platform. 

Both inside and outside tha godown presentek 
& onrious spretacto. Outside a mob several 
thonsand strong occupied the entire length of 
the North Soochow Road from Kanauh Road 
to the. Chekiang Road Bridge,  Evoryoue 
was trying to foreo bis way, towards the 
jron door of the gadown, now fast closed, 
and b-lled within. Somi: Chineso succeeded in 
clambering on to the window-sills, and, clinging 
to the iron bars, were able {0 sée what -was going 


i on inside, and help toswell the tumult. Insome 


cages crowds were gathered roaud-stump-orators, 


i.who wore evidently. rousing the general discou- 


tent by their heatile haranguing. The foreign, 
Sikh.acd Chinese police struggled manfully to 
keap a. semi-circle around the main entrance 
clear, but :agnin and again were compelled to 
give way by the. sheor weight of tho assombled 
crowd. If those without the building desired to 
enter, many of those within appeared to desire 
to get out, for at intervals the door was thrown 
open ond a regular atampedo took placo. At these 
times, before the policecould close the doors again 
their cordon was ropeated]y broken and swarms 
of rnfflans forced’ their way into the building. 
Toses anything of the alfempts made to ad. 
dress the assembled Chinese was--imposaiblo. 
The audience; so densely -packed that io force 
one’s way throu, bh it was impossible, werestand. 
ing on tho arms and backs of the bonches waving 
thoir arms, shricking at the top of their voices, 
and constantly raising loud and angry. crios 
which were heard and taken up the mob waiting 
owside. Attempts were made to break up the 
benches, and whev Dr. C. N, Davis, the Assistant 
‘assumed a 
very ugly }ook. Dr. Davis was pulled down 
by the excited crowd just ashe bad reached and 
was about to mount the platform. This was tho 
siynal for the general bresk-up of the meeting. 
One pf the leading Chinese gentry .wrote-on 
the bisckbosrd a notice to ‘the ‘effect that 
the meeting was postponed and suggested 
another, at a later date, in the ‘Towa fall. 
Yelling wildly, the Chinese stampedéd out of 
the godown,and their reappearance in the street 
was the sivnal for more hostile demonstrations 
outside. The ‘police on duty. escorted Mr.

"| after the meeting opened, and o few minutes 


after it bad broken up ubout thirty foreign 
coustnbles, none of whom carried any. more 
deadly arms than their batons, arrived on the 
seene. They were marched almost to the 
Chekisng Road Bridge, and then, under the 
Captain’ Superintendent's personal directions 
formed up ‘abreast right across tha rond 
aud began to drive 1ho mob | westward. 
Chinese whether standing on tie. side. 
walk or sitting onthe bund rails were forced 
to move on. and though at first the crowd offered 
little opposition, before it had been driven tack 
to Kansuh Road the .policehnd had to mest 
sovernl ugly rushes 9 d exert all their strength 
‘to hold their own. I’ should be mentioned hero 
that a small detechment of police under Mr: 
Springfield waa posted close to the-Chekiang 
Roid Bridge to prevent the mob there from 
following tha other police in their westward 
drive, Slowly but surely the Istter drove tho 
crowd back, amid a wild uproar. Bhouts of 
“Tang! tang!" (stiike! strike!) were howd 
on all sides. and many of the Chineso in the front, 
aided by the pressure of ‘tho crowd behind, 
forcibly resisted ihe police, Before Kangah. 
Road was reached batcus hac to be drawn apd 
freely used: A new dun;er arose at the corner 
of this road, where there was a heap of brakan 
granite, ready for road repairs. Many of the 
crowd jumyed on {fo the le.p, seized fragmruts 
of stone and began to hurl them at the police. 
A desperate charge was becessury to dislodge 
there men irem their point of vantage, end at 
this atage the disturbunc- appeared about to 
become extremely seriows, Every constable and 
officer <n the scene had -to use his handaaood 
feat to the atmoat to press back the an: ry crowd. 
At Kansah Road the available forca of police. 


was divided, one body following the mob along 

North Soochow Tond, while the other pressed 
back that portion of the crowd that hed turned 
off up Kansuh Road itsolf, ‘This section of tho 
mob proved most obstinate, but it was effectual- 
ly dispersed when some. fire hose was Drought 
up, coupled on te a convonient ‘hydrant, and 
directed upon the riotors, Tho lattor bolted at 
once, and gave no further trouble, Breaking 
up the mob by driving it westward was a bold 
manoeuvre. Fortunately it was successful, but 
ihore ware times when the issuo trembled in the 
balones, ~ ; : 

A fow minutes Inter an armed guard of Sikh] 
constables arrived frem the ‘Central Station, 
‘and aamall forco of Europeans-and Sikhs, with 
bayoneta fixed, marched up wd Thibet Rond 
bridgo from inza station.

About thie time a messenger ‘waa ‘dispatched 
to the S V.-C. headquartors in tho-Police motor, 
ear toask tho Comnmndant to call out’ a com. 

On arrival at Tf ead- 
quartors he found that nows of tho disturbunce 
had precedod him, that-“A" and “B" Companies 
woro alvendy on their way to Amey Row, and 
the German and Engineer Companies were be- 
ing-mobilized for duty at the, Garden Bridge. 


| About 4 pm a Maxim gun arrived at Chekiang 


Road Bridge, and waa posted at the North ap- 
proach, | “B" Company came up a fow, minites 
later, und tho police reinforcermunts from other 
stations were then withdrawn, Shortly vefore 
this tho Motor Fire King, fully manned,. ar- 
rived on the sgene, bat finding that there was no 
immediate call for theix services tho firamen re- 
turned to tho station. 


THE VOLUNTEERS 


Tho call for tho Volunteers met wilh an 
immediate response, and just before four o'clock 
two Maxim guns were run along the Bund to 
the far sido of the Gardon Bridge, where they 
took up “a position facinge Broadway, Thu 
Engiueer Company and the German Company 
also ussembled on this side of the bridge and a 
patrol of thelatterCom pany was sent down Brond- 


‘way as fur as Dent Road fo seo that thorough- 


fare was kept opeu, The Artillery had in the 
moantime assembled at the gueshed: and pro- 
pared for neal, while a third Maxim was brought 
up to Garden Bridge and the Light Horso rode 
up from the Race Club, where tho squadron had 
msembled end the mounted section of “ A™ 
Company went-to the gunshed {ouct as an éscort 
to the Artillery. The other Companies of tho 
Corps wero called out nnd they immediately 
took np stations in Hongkew and patrolled tho 
rounds, which were mainly crowded with Chineso. 

One Maxim gun was-dispatched to Chekiang 
Road Bridge, snd later all ihe Voluntecrs‘station- 
éd onthe Garden Bridge were sout off on patrol 
duty. : 

The Artillery fell in at tho gunshed botwoen 
3.30 and 4 p.m, and harnessed up, At 4.15 
they moved off and, escorted by. the mounted 
section of "A" Co., traversed The Bund, Seward, 
Minghong, Woosung, and Haining Roids’ to 
Chekiang Road Bridge, whore a shert halt’ was 
made;afler which they proceeded to the guashed. 

The crowds on North So chow Ruad betwoon 
North Honun Rond and Chekiang Road were 
aguin vory dense shortly beforo ‘nix o'clock, nnd 
a foreigner who tried to got through to Che: 
kiang Rond Bridge obout' that time tarped 
back when ho came face’to face with o- big 
crowd of Chioese, many,of whom held hammers 
and bam’.oo poles. : 

ORDER RESTORED. 

Tho Volunteers were dismissed at 8 p.m. 
Last night everything was quiet again in the 
region. ‘of North Chokiaug Road. The 
North Souchow Road was almost doserted 
and: only » fow pedestrians were.‘“to be 
seen in iho other strests, excopt in Kaifeny 
Road, wheres small crowd was listening cagorly: 
to the remarks of some Ideal orator. The entire 
West Hongkew district was carefully patrolled 
until a late hour by several officers ‘of the 5. M. 
Police, but overything pointed to quiet and 
peace for the nig! 2 . 


tho Nu€, Daily News.of Friday last says t~ 

Yesterday passed entirely: free from distur- 
Dances, but it canuot be said that there was any 
alleviation of oxisting conditicns.. Asatthe Ewo 
and Kunghing auctions of the previous day, 
there were agaiu no buyers at the Yuén Fong 
auction. Chinese ceulors profess the utmost 
goodwill, but plead the abseica of orders from 
the. interior owing to the reports that have 
reached {ho ohief trading centres regarding 
the situation in Shanghai. To some axtent 
this may be the case. It is noticeable, 
however, that after the failure of, the 
auctions goveral dealers wore to he found anxious 
to «fect private Anlesx, and one stated that he 
would have been afraid to make a public bid at 
an auction. In this connection wo are informed 
that a-notice to the following effect has beon 
posted in the Piece-Goods Guild :—* Now owing 
to the plague tho auctions have temporarily 
stopped. It isabsolutely necessary that the severe 
prohibitory measuses of the Council should be 
cancelled. No matter at whatlate date the endin 


éhases af the auctions was not to be regarded 


as a boycott, they must have beon ignornut of 
the above notice, In view of this deliberate 
intimidation it is hard to distinguish ‘between 


the present stoppage of business and anattempt | 


to introduce a. hoyeott. Tho amount affected 
by this embargo during the present woek 
may . be reckoned at well over Tis, 
300,000,. and it is. obvious that the 
piece-gooda dealera are incurring a grave 
‘responsibility in taking this unfriendly step, 
while the leaders of the Chinese community ore 
offering co-operation and protesting . goodwill 
towards their foreizn fellow-rosidents. The 
Muncipal Council, it will be seen, has sont an 
eminently sutisfaciory reply to the signatories 
of the letter received from about one hund- 
red prominent Chinese roesidonts. It re 
quosts the letter to nominate & small ¢om- 
mittee to consult with a sub-committes of the 
Council on the subject of tho measures to be 
adepted for the prevention of plague.
